ALL OUT FOR THE MIGHTY 7' WAR LOAN 
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SYRIA AND SAN FRANCISCO 

The dcplornble Syrian "Incident" offered 
an object lesson to the UNCIO delcgatcB try- 
ing to Eolve the ctjually deplorable veto di- 
lemma at San Francisco. Here was a madc- 
lo-order Illustration of how the_ United Na- 
tions organization would have met r crisis 
under the Dumbarton Oaks proposals nnd the 
subsequent Yalta aErocmcnt on the veto. 

Under llio proposed ciiartcr, Frniico couJd 
have fought on In the Middle East until every 
Syrian ajid Lebanese was killed, If tho French 
government so desired. For Franco wouM have 
been able to forestall any Interference by the 
organization througb her veto power as one 
of the Big Five. 

The entrance of Brltlah troops Into tho Le- 
vant states, which halted the lighting, would 
have been Impossible. Such an Independent 
act would have been branded by Franco as 
an act of aggression. Britain then would have 
vetoed any forcible action against herself In 
the unlikely event that it was tlireatened. 

The Inescapable result would be that either 
the United Katlons organization would lapse 
Into a state of Impotence, as the Lcagui 
Nations did after the Manchurlah and Ethi- 
opian Invasion.^, or that it would dlsl'^tcgratc 
completely. And the stage would be set for 
World war IIL 

It is unhappily evident thiit the present 
solution of this middle eastern crisis, though 
achieved by old, unsatisfactory and poten- 
tially dangerous means, is infinitely better 
than would have been possible under the 
charter with Its big five veto power. 

The only hope for success of the United Na- 
tions organization, as presently constituted, 
rests upon the responsibility as well as the 
strength of the big five. Yet Franco has shown 
herself neither right nor responsible in this 
Instance. 

The United States and Oreat Britain have 
lehuked France sharply. But, at the same 
time, they have presented a common front 
with France, Russia and China In support of 
a veto proposal which would permit any one 
of tho five to conduct almllar acts of ag- 
grcsslon without fear of retaliation. 

The great weakness of the Soviet-sponsored 
veto system la that it confuses a monopoly of 
power with a monopoly of wisdom and virtue. 
It argiies that tho big five are tho only coun- 
tries strong enough to safeguard world peace, 
without admitting the obvious corollary that 
they are the only ones strong enough to start 
a world war. 

It may be that the Ban Francisco confer- 
ence muat accept tho chatter with this veto 
proposal In order to get anything. But the 
small powers should insist, and the big pow- 
ers should recognize, that the only hope of 
real Buccoas lies in an untrammoled oppor- 
tunity for the charter's further revision on 
the basU of sovereign equality of the United 
Nations.
